" It is^not difficuU to point out the faults of our fcUow-man; 
-^inwy 'tx^cncc great exhilaration in doing so. But when 
JifauU i^'^Jw^iespread that it becomes a universal infirmity there is 
.no apology necessary for pointing it out, it is then our common 
duty to realize it exists and possibly find a means of rectification. 

At McGill we have one such' infirmity, lack of punctuality on 
the part of students. A concrete example of this was offered at 
the Cambridge-McGill mock parliament which, according to all pub- 
licity mediums, should have begun at eight o'clock. Not until fifty 
. minutes after that hour was there a sufficiently large audience to 
the beginning of the ceremonies, nor was it possible to proceed 
Uhem in face of the furore created by tardy ones. Although 
fÎMtàncc is cited as an extreme example of lack of punctuality, 
n^rie could select any of a hundred undergraduate functions and 
be quite safeilriisaying that the same fault is evident in a more or 
less aggra>y.ted 'form . 

We are informed by students who have attended universities 
Mill England that late arrivals at a college event are very much the 
t^ll^èxicèption, not the rule. If a debate is scheduled to begin at a 
^''Z'cei^^^r. it begins at that hour. If a football game is to start 
at two o'clock, the players arr out on the field at thatitim^,,and 
'spectators are there. It would seem that it is a weakliess peculiar 
to Canadians, or. at least, more noticeable in this country . 

Why is it that certain persons can so arrange their daily sched- 
ules that each actJbft- will have its proper time and place, while 
others could not possibly predict what they, may be doing, from 
ment to moment? Perhaps the best answer to that question is 
~ui^8. 'tëai a few people cultivate a habit of regularity, while many 
î^^^otT Those who do cultivate that habit, by an intelligent dis- 
tribution of time and energy, accomplish much in a short time'. Sir 
' .'William Osier, one of the^ most famous graduates ,of,'McGill, ac- 
complished more in his lifetime than one who is noC-acquainted 
' with his works could readily believe. But even with multitudin- 
Vous tasks confronting him daily he succeeded in maintaining a re- 
markable regularity and punctuality. If it had been otherwise the 
world in general, and the medical profession in particular, may not 
have benefited from Sir William Osier's monumental works. 
. It is reasonable to expect that undergraduates learn in a uni- 
versity the necessity of being punctual, if they have not already 
•^yeàirnéd at the proper place, in the preparatory schools. Self- 
"discipline in this respect would have much valuable time.

'I'lie McGill University Library was 
made gooil use of during the period, 
from July 1 to Sept. 30, when its doors 
Were thrown open to the public. Ac- 
cording lo Mtali.sllcs proKcntod at the 
quarterly meeting of the Committee, 
the number <>f readers was 3,070. Ibo 
circiilalion tor tho quarter reached 
10,873, and 'J,2S0 books and period- 
icals were catalogued. 

The quarterly reriort of the .Medical 
Mhrary Coninilttce was al.so submitted 
at this meeting as the .Medical Library 
Is now included in the University 
lilbrary. This report showed a. total 
i;"rciilallon of 1014 'during the period 
Iroin .Fnly 1 to Sept. 30 and readers 'o 
Ihc ninnlicr of .SSll.
